James Hendricks was killed 
and a saw mill wrecked by an 
t-xnlosibn of h boiler six miles 
from Miidisonville at noon Sat- 
urday. The boiler was used to 
furnish steam for the mill and 
the cause of the explosion is still 
a mystery. 

The mill was owned by <)nt(m 
Brucken, of Evansville. It had 
been running the greater part of 
the winter. Friday morning the 
mill ran as usual and Hendricks, 
who. was the engineer, and a man 
named Short remained at the 
mill dorinK the noon hoar while 
the rest of the hands «entto 
their homes for dinner. 

Hendricks was sitting near the 
engine when the explosion came. 
His body was harled through the 
air for several feet and when it 
strook the ground was lifeless. 
It was badly managled. Short 
was outside of the engine room 
and escaped with slight injury. 

The boiler left its foundation 
and was thrown against the shed 
which covered the saw and car- 
riage of the mill. The shed and 
machinery were beyond repair. 

The mill was valued at about 
$4,000. The workmen heard the 
noise of the explosion and rushed 
to the place.

Wells came here with two 
other officials of the miners 
union a week ago Suuday and 
•pent the day. They left the 
Hotel Henderson in a hack 
driven by Lesher, and went to 
the station to take a train south. 
At the station a quarrel arose 
over the payment of the fare. 
The three union men and the 
cab driver was standing on the 
stone wall at the southern end 
of the depot fquabblinp: over the 
fare ulieu i)>!» of them at- 
fein|)leit to -tnke Leslu-r.

COAL BUSINESS INCREASING. 



New Train May be Put on to Handle the 
Black Diamonds on Providence 
Branch. 

The outjiut of the coal mines 
on the Providence branch of the 
Henderson division his increased 
to such an extent that it has be- 
come necessary to add an extra 
train to the service. 

Hardly a day or uight passes 
ihat an extra is not required to 
pull out the coal. One night 
this week three extra trips were 
made to this place with coal. The 
basinets is being further in- 
creased by the new mines and 
the railroad company is< now 
seriously considering the matter 
of putting OD- another regular 
train on the branch. It is not 
known what the schedule will be 
ivhen it is pat on, bat the idea 
seems to be that it will mn only 
between Providence and Earl- 
ington and will make about three 
trips daily between the two 
towns. It is also reported that 
a regular Saoday train is soon 
to be pnt on.

Frankfort, Ey., Feb. 7.— Tbe 
"Hunt site" is so close to win- 
ning there is little ase of farther i 

parley and tbe extra session of | 
the Legislature may adjourn Fri- 
day. 

This is the result of the Senate j 
today by a vote of 24 to 4, adopt - [ 
ng the report of the Joibt Con- 
ference Committee of the Genor- 
al Assembly, agreed ' that tho 
Cantrill amendment proposing; 
that the State purchase a^ ad- 
ditional block of ground to tht- 
uorthoast of the Hunt place site, 
at an expense of $20,000, shoulJ 
be so amended as to leave this 
additional purchase wholly lu 
the discretion of the State Capi- 
tol Commission and furnishing 
it options on the proi)erty to 
March 1, 1906. 

If the Legislatnre adjourns to- 
morroiv it will have been in ses- 
I thirty days so far as cost is 
concerned, for the members are 
paid for Sundays, and the cost is 
estimated at folly $1,000 a day. 
Therefore this extra session baa < 
cost the State not less than 980,- 
000 in per dieAi And mileage.

Later in the century 
attention again became directed 
to tbe influence of coal dost in 
some of the disastrous colliery 
explosions that took place. In 
England, France, and Germany 
elaborate investigations were in- 
stituted which added much to 
our knowledge of this subject. 
There is still some disagreement 
to whether a mixture of coal 
dust and air alone is explosive, 
but it is generally conceded that 
when even a small percentage of 
firedamp is jiresent the mixture 
becomes execedingiy danjjerous. 

The all important tiling to be 
determined in an investigation 
[.f tliis subject is whether a mix- 
ture ol firedamp or other explos- 
ive gase» could, under any con- 
dition, be exploded. This fact 
established, the possibility 
of such an explosion occurriufr 
iu a non-gaseons mine must be 
recognized.
